Bardelli to face murder-for-hire trial

Lompoc liquor store owner Philip Joseph Bardelli, 
last night was bound over to Santa Maria Superior 
Court to answer charges that he solicited the murders 
of three Lompoc men. 
Municipal Court Judge Robert Gckhoff ruled the 
evidence as presented in a preliminary hearing in 
Lompoc Justice Court, was sufficient to hold Bardelli. 
At the same time, Eckhoff ruled that evidence 
presented by assistant district Atty. Loren Sutton was 
not sufficient to establish the state’s charge of con­ 
spiracy. Eckhoff said he based his ruling on the 
solicitation charge on the credibility of two inmates of 
the Las Vegas, Nev. jail, where Bardelli spent a few 
days prior to his return to Lompoc. 
In a parting reminder, however, Eckhoff said his 
ruling on the conspiracy count was not binding on the 
“people,” a statement that was interpreted to mean 
that Sutton could refile on it later at the superior court 
level if he chose. 
The end came shortly after 7 p.m. in a courtroom 
virtually deserted of the curious who were on hand six 
hours earlier. Bardelli heard Eckhoff’s ruling with the 
same impassiveness that he had shown throughout the 
hearing 
The conclusion came after a half hour’s recess to 


permit Eckhoff time to read some legal research at 
the request of defense Atty. James Westwick Eckhoff 
set an arraignment date in superior court for July 29 
and continued the $15,000 bail that has been in force. 
Bardelli. 32, was arrested on June 22 in Las Vegas, 
Nev., on a Lompoc warrant charging conspiracy to 
commit murder and solicitation to commit murder. 
Named in the complaint as potential targets of the 
threats were Lompoc detective, Agent John Coday, 
Kevin Coffelt, 18, and rival liquor store owner Axel 
Jansson 
Evidence presented at yesterday’s hearing tended to 
show the charges were based on Bardelli s alleged 
reaction to police citation of one of his clerks for al­ 
legedly selling beer to a minor. 
Coday took the witness stand yesterday to tell how 
he first learned his life was threatened. Star prosecu­ 
tion witness Ryan Earle Swinney, one-time clerk in 
the liquor store Bardelli operates at 421 W. Ocean 
Ave., took the stand and told the court Bardelli ap­ 
proached him with a request for addresses and 
telephone numbers of the three. That led eventually to 
Bardelli's departure for Las Vegas and. in Swinney's 
words, an effort to find a “hitman” to "take care of” 
the three named targets. 
In his cross examination of Swinney, Westwick ham­ 
mered away at Swinney’s use of the term "hitman.” 


but was unable to shake the witness' insistence that 
Bardelli had used it. 
The two inmates from Las Vegas. Ruben Talavera 
and George Lee Taylor, related conversations they 
had with Bardelli who was lodged in their “tank” after 
his arrest on June 22. Westwick was unable to shake 
their testimony that conversations about money to 
“take care of someone in Lompoc.” came, both before 
and after one of the inmates had talked with a police 
sergeant. 
Bardelli did not take the stand. 
In a lengthy exchange on crucial and complex 
legalities related to laws of conspiracy. Sutton said he 
would offer testimony that shows Swinney became a 
police cooperative, early in the affair, that tape 
recorded conversations will indicate references to

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Army, A.F. 
brass being 
eased out 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Army 
and Air Force are encouraging some of 
their generals and colonels to retire and 
make way for more aggressive, younger 
officers. 
Some of the retirements are required 
because the armed forces are shrinking 
as the Defense Department adjusts to 
peacetime after Vietnam. 
An Army spokesman said letters went 
out July 1 to selected colonels and lieute­ 
nant colonels, suggesting retirement 
because they belong to a group "whose 
performance and potential indicate they 
can no longer make a meaningful con­ 
tribution in their service grade.” 
The Army estimates 51 per cent of its 
lieutenant colonels have served 20 years 
or more and are eligible for retirement. 
Officials said some would probably 
never get promoted and would prevent 
younger, more aggressive captains or 
majors from moving up. 
TTiis is important now, they continued, 
because of the need to provide quality 
leadership for an all-volunteer Army 
that statistics say is more intelligent 
than it has been in previous years. 
“The Army,” a spokesman said, “had 
one of two choices: slow or stop promo­ 
tions or force voluntary retirements. The 
Army opted for encouraging voluntary 
retirements. If sufficient numbers of 
retirements are not generated ... other 
alternatives will have to be explored. ’ ’ 
A quirk in existing retirement pay 
laws is reducing the number of high- 
ranking officers because it would cost 
them money if they do not retire before 
Oct. 1. For example, a colonel with 30 
years service would lose $52 a month if 
he postpones his retirement. 
This year, roughly 60 of the 450 
generals, 64 of the 285 Navy admirals and 
125 of the 400 Air Force generals, are 
retiring by Sept. 1 
Grain price hike 
seen as minimal 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The im­ 
pending Soviet purchase of U.S. grain 
will have only "minimal” impact on 
bread prices here, Agriculture Secre­ 
tary Earl L. Butz said today. 
"I want to assure the American public 
that we are going to have the wheat” 
with "minimal” impact on bread prices, 
Butz told the Senate Agriculture Com­ 
mittee M 
His assurances came on the heels of an 
Agriculture Department estimate Thurs­ 
day of record U.S. com and grain crops 
this year, which would mean larger food 
supplies for world consumers. 
Contending Soviet needs have risen to 
where they cannot be met by other ex­ 
porting countries, Butz said he had no 
firm confirmation of sales but that 
American private traders have been dis­ 
cussing potential deals in Moscow and 
keeping the department posted.

Church says no proof Butterfield 
was CIA man in the White House 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Sen. Frank Church, D-Idaho, said 
today his Senate committee investigating the Central Intelli­ 
gence Agency has found no evidence the CIA planted under­ 
cover agents in the White House or other government agen­ 
cies. 
, 
Church, who chairs the Senate Select Committee on Intel­ 
ligence, also told reporters following a closed committee 
hearing that his statement also covered allegations that 
Alexander Butterfield, a White House aide who revealed the 
existence of the secret Nixon tapes, was a CIA "contact 
man” in the White House. 
He said the committee nevertheless would look into the 
Butterfield position and that he may be called to testify. 
"Let’s be clear,” Church said, "for a long time the CIA has 
supplied personnel detailed to the White House and other 
parts of the executive branch but the President knows and 
their presence was not concealed. 
"We want to make certain however that there never has 
been a time when the CIA has sent to the White House an un­ 
dercover agent without the knowledge of the President. To 
date there is no evidence the CIA ever planted or concealed 
agents in the White House without the knowledge of the 
President.”

It was uncertain 
what the request would cost. Halstead 
conceded that Milligan estimates the 
cost in excess of the six per cent salary 
increases that have been offered and ac­ 
cepted by administrators and the six per 
cent that has been offered teachers, but 
says he disagrees 
with the asses­ 
sment. 
The classified employe organization 
and Milligan will hold another meeting 
on the question next week. Meanwhile, 
some 280 employes — custodians, clerks, 
secretaries, mechanics and all regular, 
non certificated personnel — continue to 
be paid on terms of last year’s salary 
schedule. 
There are apparently two sides to the 
coin. CSEA chiefs contend the salary job 
reclassification survey with its economic 
benefits should be considered apart from 
salary negotiations and accrue to an 
employe because it has been recom­ 
mended by an outside consultant. On the 
obverse side of the coin, however, is 
argument that current classified salary 
levels are low because the employes 
voluntarily diverted portions of recent 
across the board salary offers to fringe 
benefits. 
Members of the Certificated Employe 
Council. CEC, spokesman for teachers, 


also met with school board represen­ 
tatives yesterday, but not to discuss 
salaries and fringe benefits, the subject 
that is on everyone’s mind 
The vacation-hobbled CEC and Mil­ 
ligan and her aides were to tackle a long 
series of non-budgetary questions that 
were first advanced by the CEC in 
January. Included were proposed 
changes in the personal leave policy; the 
composition of the district insurance 
committee; a policy of review for ap­ 
pointments and continuance in office of 
department chairpersons and the 
proposed formation of a human relations 
committee with board representation 
The items are dull by some standards, 
but over the year are the vital nuts and 
bolts of education.

When representatives of the two sides 
came out of a meeting with a state con­ 
ciliator last week, the school board was 
offering 5.2 per cent on salaries and .8 
per cent or $120 increase in fringe 
benefits. 
The CEC offered to reduce its request 
from eight per cent on salaries and two 
per cent on fringe benefits, to seven per 
cent and a scaled down fringe benefit re­ 
quest. However, the CEC asked to 
resume the former position when the ac­ 
tion failed to win the approval of school 
board representatives. 
The three-member fact-finding com­ 
mittee is the last stop on the road of 
negotiations, as set forth in current 
policies. 
Sirica frees Cubans 
who bugged Watergate 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - U.S. District 
Judge John J. Sirica, following a pattern 
he has set for major Watergate figures, 
today reduced the sentences of four 
Cuban-Americans involved in bugging 
Democratic party headquarters to time 
already served 
The order will mean the most to 
W atergate conspirator Bernard L. 
Barker, who had been faced with return­ 
ing to prison for at least five more 
months. 
The other three Cubans — Frank A. 
Sturgis, Eugenio R. Martinez and 
Virgilio R. Gonzalez — have been on 
parole for more than a year after serving 
their sentences and so Sirica’s order has 
the effect simply of erasing their proba­ 
tion. 
The four men were arrested at 


Democratic party headquarters at 
Watergate on June 17, 1972 and pleaaeo 
guilty the following January to con­ 
spiracy, burglary, bugging and wiretap­ 
ping. 
The fifth man arrested with them. 
James W. McCord Jr., then security 
chief for President Nixon’s re-election 
campaign, was convicted and sentenced 
to prison but was released May 29 this 
year on Sirica’s order. 
The other two men involved in the 
Watergate bugging — G. Gordon Liddv 
and E Howard Hunt, Jr. - are still in 
prison. 
In the past several months, Sirica has 
reduced sentences to time already 
served for several major Nixon ad­ 
ministration and campaign officials in­ 
volved in the Watergate scandal. 


Retired Air Force Col. Fletcher Prouty said today Alex­ 
ander M. Butterfield, the former presidential aid who dis­ 
closed the existence of the Watergate tapes, was a CIA “con­ 
tact man” in the White House. 
But he rejected suggestions that Butterfield was spying on 
the White House for the Central Intelligence Agency. 
Prouty said he “would doubt Nixon or anyone else really 
knew it.” 
Asked by reporters if Butterfield was trying to get infor­ 
mation secretly out of the White House and forward it to the 
CIA, Prouty replied, "In this case, no.” 
Prouty also said Gen. Alexander M. Haig, who was 
Richard M. Nixon’s chief aide during the final 14 months of 
his administration, served as the CIA contact man in the 
Army between 1962 and 1963. 
"I knew A1 Haig was the Army CIA contact man between 
1962 and 1963,” Prouty said, but added since he lost contact 
with Haig during later years he did not know if Haig con­ 
tinued in that role when he was a top aide to Henry A. Kis­ 
singer and later Nixon. 
Prouty made his remarks before appearing for an inter­ 
view with staff members of the CIA oversight subcommittee 
of the House Armed Services Committee. 


GENEVA (UPI) - Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger and Soviet Foreign 
Minister Andrei A. Gromyko said today 
their 11 hours of talks here improved 
chances for a new pact this year limiting 
nuclear weapons. 
They were more cautious in their com­ 
ments on the Middle East, with Kis- 
singer meeting in Bonn Saturday with 
Israeli Premier Yitzhak Rabin. They 
limited themselves to saying that there 
had been a thorough exchange of views 
with each side explaining its position. 
Rabin himself cautioned in Bonn today 
against expecting any immediate 
breakthrough. 
At a joint news conference before Kis­ 
singer flew to Bonn, Kissinger and 
Gromyko said their exchanges on the 
Strategic Arms Limitation Talks had 
been constructive and created optimism 
about a new agreement. 
"Progress was made in narrowing the 


differences,” Kissinger said. "We will 
work earnestly and with some op­ 
timism.” 
Kissinger said it would be premature 
to set a deadline but as a result of his 
talks with Gromyko “the prospects for 
agreement have improved.” 
Gromyko for his part said the talks 
about SALT were "very constructive.” 
The Soviet diplomat said he expected 
more meetings with Kissinger, both on 
SALT and the Middle East, but after the 
Geneva session Thursday night and to­ 
day he wanted to emphasize "most 
strongly” that the entire Soviet 
leadership is determined to a line of

detente in relations with America. 
Both men said the SALT agreement 
under negotiation is to be based on 
guidelines laid down by the Vladivostok 
summit last November which would 
limit each side to 2,400 nuclear weapon 
delivery vehicles of which 1,320 may be 
m issiles equipped with m ultiple 
warheads (MIRVS). 
Problems facing SALT negotiators in­ 
clude verification, the new U.S. subsonic 
“Cruise” missile and the Soviet “Back­ 
fire B” nuclear bomber. 
Gromyko was asked whether Moscow 
would permit on-site inspection as part 
of the so-called “threshhold ban” on 
peaceful nuclear explosions above 150 
kilotons. 
"The Soviet Union believes that 
national means of verification are ade­ 
quate, as is well known,” he replied. 
Kissinger and Gromyko met for seven

Channel oil story unfolds 
in board rooms, courts

The unfolding story of expanding oil development in the Santa 
Barbara Channel is still beinc told in bits and pieces in courtrooms 
before various governmental panels and agencies. 
The South Central Coastal (Conservation) Commission voted 7-1 
Thursday to approve i permit to Exxon Corp to make a soil boring 
in the channel bottom off the Refugio area where a major marine 
terminal is planned as part of its plan to extract oil and gas from 
unitized leaseholds there. 
At the same time, the commission - with four of its dozen com- 
, missioners absent — voted to hold a special night session July 17 in 
Santa Barbara to hear testimony for and against Atlantic Richfield 
Company’s request for a permit to drill a maximum 17 new wells 
from Platform Holly, two miles offshore of Coal Oil Point, Goleta. 
Commission chairman Dorrill Wright apologized to the audience 
for the long delays in getting to the oil companies' permit requests 
There were lengthy waits at the start of both morning ami after­ 
noon sessions before quorums were assured When the time came 
for the Atlantic Richfield presentation, company legal counsel said 
a contemplated three-part presentation could not be finished that 
day. 
— 
The motion for approval of the Exxon test boring plan won ap­ 
proval of all except one commissioner when it was specified the 
results of the test would be considered when the larger Exxon pro­ 
ject came before the commission early in September 
The Exxon ocean-bottom soil boring request was opposed by Wil­ 
liam Rubin, one of the nine South Coast area residents, who have 
gone to Superior Court to contest the Exxon election May 27 up­ 
holding a county rezoning permitting an onshore plant in Las 
Flores Canyon, near Refugio Rubin, on behalf of the nine, asked 
the item be tabled until the suit was settled. 
Henry Berg of Santa Barbara, an antioil leader associated with 
the Sierra Club but speaking as a private citizen, also said a deci­ 
sion by the commission should be withheld pending outcome of 
legal problems in Exxon's path. 
Commissioner J. Tim Terry of Santa Barbara, voted against the 
permit on the grounds it was "one step closer to completion of the 
project” opposed by many South Coast residents. 


Northwest Goleta Home Owners Assn. registered a protest 
against the Atlantic Richfield permit application. The association 
contended air quality in the area would be further worsened by ad­ 
ded drilling and resulting in added onshore activities in the El* 
iwood area. 
Carpinteria Valley Assn. and Get Oil Out (GOO) asked the com­ 
mission to consolidate the various new oil company permit 
E 
roposals before it, so that adverse environmental impacts could 
e more readily seen when presented cumulatively. The proposals 
referred to include applications of Burmah Oil and Gas Co., in ad­ 
dition to Exxon and ARCO 
The commission staff recommended approval of the ARCO well- 
drilling program, but is seeking to have stiff conditions imposed if 
it is approved. These include more adequate training programs for 
oil crews, platform and onshore plant air quality monitoring and 
liability clauses 
The prolonged Exxon Corp. rezoning battle may be fought over 
again on possibly two county levels, now that Attorney-General 
Evelle Younger has ruled the oil company offshore project near 
Refugio is seen as subject to the Deepwater Port Act and thereby 
also subject to a possible gubernatorial veto. 
Supervisor James M Slater drew up a request Thursday to go 
before the Board of Supervisors — possibly Monday — for the 
board to reconsider its previous vote for rezoning and initiate 
rezoning of the property back to agricultural. 
He did not cite the Attorney-General’s opinion relayed recently 
by Assemblyman Gary Hart, but it was understood the Younger 
opinion played a part. 
Another new development having a bearing on the case is a 
Superior Court suit contesting the Exxon rezoning election, which 
upheld the supervisors' rezoning from U-unlimited agricultural to 
planned industrial (to accommodate a processing plant and related 
facilities). 
Presiding Superior Judge Floyd C. Dodson will be asked Monday 
at a hearing to set a trial date in the civil case. 
Slater is asking the supervisors to initiate the rezoning and call 
on the Planning Commission to conduct new hearings. The plan 
ning body voted 5-r to recommend rezoning and the supervisors 
voted 3-2 to confirm the recommendation. Voters by a one per cent 
margin upheld the rezoning in a May 27 referendum. 


County budget cuts set up 


layoffs in Welfare Dept.

Departmental reductions of $925.206 in the 
1975-76 county budget require a number of 
layoffs of county employes — chiefly in the 
Welfare Department — it was learned Thursday. 
County Administrative Officer Raymond D. 
Johnson said the cutbacks mean the deletion of 
some 25 positions. He also said freezing of hiring 
of 36 positions until funding becomes available is 
also seen as necessary. 
The Board of Supervisors are expected to act 
shortly on Johnson’s recommendations. 
Nineteen positions are affected in the Welfare 
Department, with 14 positions to be demoted to 
eligibility worker class, two other persons to go 
to part-time work to avoid layoff, and three 
others planning to resign voluntarily. 
Assistant Administrative Officer David Smith 
said that "for the most part, the reduction can 
be accomplished through normal attrition 
without layoffs.” He declared “department 


heads are reviewing the situation.” 
The layoffs and deletions of position* followed 
the decision of supervisors to defer programs 
and reduce some levels of service. The cutbacks 
were aimed at averting a threatened $1.22 in­ 
crease in the county tax levy. 
The Fire Department and Sheriff’s Dept, also 
suffered adverse effects by the budget cutting. 
The $100,000 cut in the Fire Department 
budget has resulted in "elimination of six to 
seven positions ... not identified at this point” 
and a reduction of level of service by equivalent 
of one engine company. The Cachuma station 
will be closed except during fire season and Or- 
cutt personnel transferred to Santa Maria sta­ 
tion. 
Deletion of five recommended added deputy 
sheriff positions and delay in hiring 13 others are 
also sought as the result of the slash in the 
Sheriff's budget. 
All county departments were affected by the 
cutbacks. 


Continuation of work furlough 
to be urged before supervisors 


A reco m m en d atio n and 
report urging the continuation 
of the county’s work furlough 
program will be made to the 
Board of Supervisors Monday 
by a special committee. 
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Supervisor Robert E. Kal- 
lman, of Santa Barbara, serv­ 
ing as committee chairman, 
also declared after a commit­ 
tee session Thursday that it was 
felt the program should con­ 
tinue with Sheriff John W. 
Carpenter as adm inistrator, 
ra th e r than tra n s fe r the 
program to the Probation 
Department. 
Kallman said it was seen that 
the Probation D epartm ent 
lacked the proper facilities for 
taking over the program at this 
time. Facilities now utilized 
are under the control of the 
sheriff. 


Carpenter earlier said he 
wished to defer the program 
begun in late 1973 for budgetary 
and other reasons, after the 
county supervisors asked him 
to slash his proposed 1975-76 
budgets by $200,000. 
The cost of work furlough for 
a year is about $105,000, less 
certain revenues accruing by 
payments by prisoners to the 
county for housing. Five cor­ 
rections officers and a sergeant 
oversee the program , and 
Probation O fficer Clifford 
Romer said he would need 
more personnel if the respon­ 
sibility were handed to him.

The ta x p a y e r s ’ g ro u p 
protesting the county expense 
hadn’t been aware the bill was 
only $3, it was learned, but 
nevertheless a spokesman said 
later that it was the "principle 
of the thing” that was impor­ 
tant. Duprey had said he felt he 
shouldn’t pay the bill because 
he figured it was for the pur­ 
pose of "finding out what peo­ 
ple think” about designation of 
remote nude beaches. 
Duprey’s print job took place 
after the county supervisors set 
July 28 at 7:30 p.m. for a public 
hearing on the issue.

started July 1. 
O vertim e paym ents had 
become so huge last winter, it 
was explained, that the board 
took action then to allow 
further cash overtime only for 
emergency situations. Over­ 
time can also be taken by com­ 
pensatory time off. 
The Sheriff’s Coroner budget 
was allowed $29,100 and the 
Sheriff’s Detention Facilities 
$6,000 in overtime this fiscal 
year. 
The two sheriff’s budgets had 
contained $145,000 in overtime 
payment funds in the proposed 


budget until the board took 
various sweeping actions to 
reduce the budget.

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Apollo survives lightning bolts 


CAPE CANAVERAL. Fla. 
(U PI) — Lightning struck the 
Apollo launch pad twice during 
a severe thunderstorm but new 
ground cables shielded the 
delicate electronic systems in 
the spaceship from harm, the 
space agency reported today. 
The thunderstorm, packing 
winds up to 42 miles per hour 
and heavy rains, swept across 
the oceanside launch complex 
around 9:30 p.m. EDT Thurs­ 
day. It was part of a bad 
weather system that spawned a 
tornado in nearby Titusville 
which overturned two mobile 
homes and downed power lines 
The countdown work proceed­ 
ed today without interruption 
toward the Tuesday afternoon 
launch of Thomas P. Stafford, 
Vance D. Brand and Donald K. 
"Deke” Slayton to rendezvous 


with two Russians in orbit. 
Soviet engineers in the hot 
desert of the Baikonur launch 
site mated the Soyuz spaceship 
to its rocket today, according to 
space agency spokesmen in 
Moscow NASA also said the 
two cosmonauts passed 
physical exams Thursday. 
At the American firing site, 
lightning monitors recorded 
two strikes on the new half-inch 
steel cables running from the 
top of a lightning mast on Apol­ 
lo’s service tower to grounds 
1,000 feet away from the pad 
Engineers tested the Apollo and 
Saturn IB rocket early today 
and found no evidence of 
damage 
“ There was no effect on the 
space vehicle or ground support 
equipment,” said Paul Donnel­ 


ly. associate director of launch 
operations 
In Houston, Stafford. Brand 
and Slayton were undergoing 
their final launch simulation in 
an Apollo trainer It was to be 
followed later today by their 
last scheduled Russian lan­ 
guage lesson. The pilots now 
speak Russian well enough to 
use it when they meet Alexei A. 
Leonov and Valeri N. Kubasov 
in orbit Thursday 
The mission is the final man­ 
ned U. S. spaceflight for at least 
four years and there are es­ 
timates the end-of-the-era shot 
may draw as many as 1 million 
spectators. 
Weather remained the main 
concern at this Florida base. 
Thunderstorms have built up 
over the area during the after­ 
noons and evenings of the past 


five days and weathermen say 
there is a 23 per cent chance of 
lightning in the area during 
launch hour This would delay 
the shot a day 
Scientists tried to seed a 
growing thundercloud with tiny 
metal coated fibers in a lightn­ 
ing suppression experiment, 
but the test was called off 
because the turbulence was too 
severe for the aircraft Another 
try was to be made today. 
Prof Konstantin Bushuvev, 
technical director for the Rus­ 
sians. said the weather forecast 
for the Baikonur launch site 
was satisfactory for Tuesday’s 
launching Leonov and Kubasov 
take off at 8 20 a m EDT fol­ 
lowed 7Mi hours later by the 
Americans. 
The Soviets assemble their 
162-foot rocket-spacecraft com­ 


bination horizontally and move

Food distribution begins 
to rescue U.S. colonel 


BEIRUT (UPI) — Officials today began dis­ 
tributing food to residents of a Moslem slum in 
an apparent first step towards meetings the de­ 
mands set by left-wing kidnapers for sparing the 
life of American Col. Ernest R. Morgan. 
There was speculation and indications from 
several sources that the 43-year-old colonel from 
Petersburg, Va., would be released within the 
next few hours. 
"We believe Morgan will be released very 
soon but it is still very delicate and we cannot 
say anything definite at this moment,” a source 
close to the case said. 
Two truckloads of rice and sugar pulled up to a 
loadoff point in the suburb of Karantina al- 
Maslakh this afternoon and a crowd of slum 
. dwellers clammored atop the burlap bags and 
flashed victory signs with their fingers. 
Morgan’s captors had demanded vast supplies 
of food, clothing and building materials for a 
Moslem slum area devastated by the recent 
fighting between Moslem and Christian militias. 
They threatened to execute him by firing squad 
at 9 p.m. (11 a .m. PDT) Saturday if the demands 
were not met. 
Morgan, a black, himself appealed for the 
United States to meet his captors’ demands and 
not abandon him because of race. 
Community leaders in Karantina said that 12 
tons of food arrived Friday and more was ex­ 
pected Saturday and for several days thereafter 
until the bulk of the 280 tons of food demanded by 
the kidnapers has been delivered. 
Who was paying for the distribution was not 
im m ediately known. A U .S. Embassy 
spokesman denied that the United States was 
any way involved in this,” and the Lebanese 
government refused immediate comment. 


In Washington the State Department said it 
identified itself with the embassy statement in 
Beirut and would go no further in regards to the 
food giveaway. 
The Egyptian Middle East News Agency, in a 
dispatch from Beirut, said the United States 
paid for the ransom but that the Saudi Arabian 
Embassy acted as a go-between. 
"The American Embassy paid the price of the 
food and building materials to Saudi ambassador 
Sheikh Mansour A1 Rumeih, who handed it over 
to the Beirut Chamber of Commerce,” the 
agency said. It gave no attribution for the report 
and Saudi officials were not immediately 
available for comment. 
The community leader in charge of the dis­ 
tribution said it was being arranged "by a group 
of private wealthy individuals who wish to see 
Morgan released.” 
The sacks of rice and sugar aboard the trucks 
were marked as coming from Italy. One of the 
community officials said only two truckloads 
were brought in today because the distribution 
was "arranged hastily” and the organizers 
needed more time to arrange things before ac­ 
cepting more food. 
"Today is just a sign that the food is coming 
in,” he said. 
A dozen Palestinian guerrillas armed with 
machine guns or automatic rifles surrounded the 
two trucks as they pulled up in a litter-strewn lot 
on the outskirts of Karantina, a sprawling 
shanty town of tin and wood huts that came un­ 
der heavy fire during last month’s fighting. 


"This is from Morgan,” one of them said, 
gesturing with his rifle towards the sacks. "This 
shows that we have brought the United States to 
its knees.” 


FREDERICK, Md. (UPI) - 
Mrs. Frank Olson says she does 
not feel bitter against the U.S. 
Government. But she was 
overwhelmed with grief, frus­ 
tration and anger when she 
learned her husband died 22 
years ago after a CIA experi­ 
ment with LSD. 
She and her three adult 
children told a news conference 
Thursday at her home the fami­ 
ly struggled for years to unders- 
tand now Frank Olson, a 
devoted husband and loving 
father, could have crashed to 
his death in 1953 through a New 
York hotel window. 
"We have agonized over the 
question of what kind of ‘horrid 
nightmare’ or ‘event’ could 
have driven him to hurl himself 
at a full run out of a 10th story 
window, and how this ‘suicidal 
nervous breakdown’ — the term 
we have always used — could 
have developed so suddenly, so 
inexplicably, so devoid of con­ 
nection to anything we or his 
friends had known of him,” an 
11-page family statement said. 


Mrs. Olson knew at the time 
her husband went to New York 
for psychiatric treatment of a 
mental illness which seemed to 
be related to his top-secret 
work. 
His death was officially 
recorded at the time as 
resulting from "multiple frac­ 
tures, shock, hemorrhage.” 
Nearly 22 years later, the 
Rockefeller Commission report 
on CIA abuses disclosed one un- 
identifed person died as a result 
of a CIA experiment with LSD 
in 1953 
A friend called Mrs. Olson’s 
attention to a newspaper article 
about the report. Mrs. Olson 
said she felt instinctively the 
victim was her husband, a 
civilian biochemist who had 
been employed on a biological 
warfare project with CIA con­ 
nections. 
From out of the past, a 
former colleague of her hus­ 
band’s. who had been involved 
in the LSD experiment, con­ 
firmed the man who plummet­ 
ed from the window was Frank 
Olson. 
Roosters' right to crow 


at dawn before trial jury 


Mrs. Peron accepts resignations 


VISTA (U PI) - For any 
roosters who worry about the 
legal niceties, it is still unclear 
whether they have a legal right 
to greet the dawn with a hearty 
cockle-doodle-doo. 
The jury charged with 
deciding this issue — center of 
a sizable local controversy — 
chickened out Thursday. They 
deadlocked 10-2 for acquittal of 
Richard Ferguson after three 
days deliberations, and a mis­ 
trial was declared. 
At issue was the noise made 
by Ferguson’s two roosters and 
his peacocks. 
He was charged with disturb­ 
ing the peace because his fowls 
crowed, and the peacock 
"screamed like a woman in 
pain.” 
His defense was that he lives 
in a rural area, zoned as such, 
where possession of chickens 
and all manner of domestic 
beasts is perfectly legal. It is 
the nature of roosters to crow, 
he said, and the sound is "all 
part of the rural scene.” 
Ferguson argued that if roost­

"If they want to play it this 
way, well, then, we’ll go to 
war," said Melvin Chevalier, 
Jr., a leader of the Warrior 
society. 
Keshena volunteer fire chief 
Harley Lyons said there were 
five firebombing incidents dur­ 
ing the night, four in Meno­ 
minee County and the other on 
the reservation itself. No in­ 
juries were reported. 
The Legend Lake Property 
Owners Association building, 
which formerly was headquar­ 
ters for the sales office for the 
recreational development, was 
gutted during the night, Lyons 
said. 
He also said two cottages in 
the Lake Moshawquit area east 
of Keshena were heavily 
damaged The Little Papoose 
restaurant here was also hit by 
a firebomb and a 125-foot bridge 
for the Soo Line railroad on the 
reservation was bombed. 
Brother Maurice Wilson of 
the Alexian Brothers said his 
order had hired Martin Security

Chief-targets of criticism 
within Mrs. Peron’s own party 
are Jose Lopez Rega, her per­ 
sonal secretary and Social 
Welfare Minister and Economy 
Minister Celestino Rodrigo. 


Mrs. Peron was expected to 
address the nation later today 
on the makeup of her cabinet. 


All eight ministers handed in 
resignations Sunday to give 
Mrs. Peron a free hand in deal­ 
ing with a nationwide crisis set 
off by a crash austerity 
program introduced by Ror- 
drigo. They all remained on 
their jobs while the president 
considered which resignations 
to accept. 


A nationwide general strike 
paralyzed Argentina Monday 
and Tuesday in protest against 
the government’s efforts to 
hold down wages in the face of 
inflation officially tabbed at 
more than 110 per cent for the 
past 12 months. 
In the industrial city of Cor­ 
doba, guerrillas armed with 
machine guns, grenades and 
firebombs went on a three-hour 
rampage through the center of 
the city Thursday night, attack­ 
ing police stations and down­ 
town shops.

Gregorio, D-San Mateo, was a 
companion to a I860 million 
housing finance measure signed 
by Brown last month. That 
measure would provide low- 
interest housing loans for 10,000 
or more Californians each year 
and establish a Housing Fi­ 
nance Agency. 
The loans would be financed 
through bond issues.

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - In 
an effort to avoid a general tax 
increase hi the next fiscal year, 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. 
says new programs will be 
financed by cutting expendi­ 
tures for existing programs. 
"I intend to take every step 
e 


ble to avoid a general tax 
ase in fiscal year 1978-77,” 
Brown said Thursday in a letter 
to his top aides. "Accordingly, 
new programs which cost 
money require corresponding 


reductions in other programs.” 
The governor also said, "The 
basic fiscal policy of this ad­ 
ministration is to redirect ef­ 
forts without escalating costs. " 
The remarks of Brown, who 
only nine days ago signed the 
state budget for the current 
fiscal year, set the tone for 
preparation of his next budget, 
which will be submitted in 
January. 
The governor said his Depart­ 
ment of Finance would "chal- 


lenge vigorously” all existing 
programs which "indicate mar­ 
ginal performance,” overlap 
with other programs, "benefit 
only special interests which 
more properly should support 
themselves” or "no longer en­ 
joy the support of the people.” 
"This is our first chance to 
build a budget from the begin­ 
ning,” Brown told his aides. "It 
will reflect in dollars and cents 
the philosophy of this ad­ 
ministration.” 
Dymally panel gets new life 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. has 
allowed to become law without 
his signature legislation extend­ 
ing the life of the Commission 
for Economic Development 
despite its "negligible accom­ 
plishments.” 
Brown said Thursday he was 
allowing the commission to 
continue for an extra 18 months 
to give its chairman, Lt. Gov. 
Mervyn Dymally, a chance to 
"mitigate the harsh conse­ 
quences of our uncertain 
economy.” 


The measure (SB55) by Sen. 
Alfred Song, D-Monterey Park, 
allows the commission to 
operate from Jan. 1,1976, when 
it was to be abolished, to June 
30, 1977,. Brown originally 
wanted to scrap the commis­ 
sion but Dymally won a chance 
to revitalize it. 


"I have serious doubts about 
the worth of the Commission 
for Economic Development,” 
Brown said. "Based on its past 
record of negligible accom­ 
plishment as well as the mud- 


dled thinking which charac­ 
terizes similar activity on the 
federal level, my expectations 
are not high.” 


Brow n 
b u d g eted 
approximately $60,000 for the 
commission this year, but the 
legislature increased that to 
$152,000. 


The commission was created 
during the administration of 
former Gov. Ronald Reagan, 
and was designed to boost the 
economic development of Cali­ 
fornia.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
government inquiry into drug 
experiments on prison inmates 
has found abuses of prisoners 
S 


from unprofessional 
sion of drug tests to in- 
te medical care and 
follow-up treatment. 
Alexander Schmidt, commis­ 
sioner of the Food and Drug Ad­ 
ministration, told a Senate 
health subcommittee hearing 
Thursday an FDA review of 19 
prisons in America indicated 
"it was dear that abuses of 
prisoner populations have oc­ 
curred.” 
A panel of three former 
prisoners told the subcommit­ 


tee drug experiments on them 
had produced hepatitis, shock 
and other ailments and that 
they were first required to 
"sign away your rights to sue.” 
Trieir testimony came after 
FDA investigators testified a 
m a j o r 
drug 
company 
destroyed, withheld and altered 
research data on two drugs 
which tests indicated potential­ 
ly were cancer-producing. 
Subcommittee Chairman Ed­ 
ward Kennedy called the dis­ 
closure "absolutely shocking” 
and said he would turn over 
details to the Justice Depart­ 
ment to see if criminal viola­ 
tions had occurred. 


Schmidt conceded his agency 
was not adequately monitoring 
drug experimentation by phar­ 
maceutical companies, which 
with medical laboratories con­ 
duct tests in prisons 
"To carry out our monitoring 
as well as we would like," 
Schmidt said, "we would need a 
fairly large number of highly 
skilled and well-trained profes­ 
sionals.” 
James Downey, an inmate in 
McAlester Prison in Oklahoma, 
said that for $107 he participat­ 
ed in an U-day drug experi­ 
ment with 15 other men, which 
resulted in his catching hepati­ 


tis. Doctors, he said, originally 
diagnosed it as measles 
James Watson and James 
White of Detroit said they also 
had participated in prison drug 
experiments which left White 
with a leg brace and Watson 
temporarily in shock. 
Downey said “ doctors 
w e r e n ’t 
a v a i l a b l e 
on 
weekends" and there was no at­ 
tempt to provide follow-up 
treatment after he left the 
hospital. White and Watson 
testified prison inmates had run 
the clinic prior to 1969, and 
thereafter "untrained tech­ 
nicians administered the (drug) 
program.”

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$1.5 million left 
in Nixon race fund 


H ig h court ousts 'm iniskirt judge' 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - For­ 
mer President Nixon’s 1972 
campaign fund still has a 
balance of more than $1.5 mil­ 
lion — but the funds are rapidly 
being depleted by payment of 
legal fees of some Watergate 
defendants. 
The Nixon re-election com­ 
mittee filed a campaign spend­ 
ing report with the Federal 
Election Commission Thurs­ 
day, showing it had paid some 
of the lawyers’ fees of former 
A ttorney G eneral John 
Mitchell. The report said it was 
considering doing the same for 
former Commerce Secretary 
Maurice Stans and Nixon re- 
election campaign lawyer Ken­ 
neth Parkinson. 
Mitchell’s legal fees in the 
Watergate cover-upcase totaled 
1471,390.86, and the Nixon com­ 
mittee has paid him 1200.000, 
the report showed 
Mitchell was convicted in the 


cover-up conspiracy trial. Par­ 
kinson was the only one of the 
defendants acquitted. Stans 
pled guilty to a misdemeanor in 
connection with an illegal cam­ 
paign contribution. 
Parkinson has submitted 
legal bills totaling 173,393, 
which were being "reviewed,” 
the Nixon committee said. 
Stans has submitted bills 
totaling $153,593.56. His claim 
included the $5,000 fine he paid 
after pleading guilty. 
Stans not only billed the com­ 
mittee for $18,818.58 in legal 
fees but $18,800 for the time he 
spent in interviews with the 
Special Watergate prosecutors. 
According to the committee, 
Stans charged $30 an hour for 
620 hours of interviews — an 
amount equivalent on an hourly 
basis to that which he received 
when he was finance chairman 
of the Nixon campaign. 


, The Nixon committee said it 
was involved in more than a 
dozen lawsuits involving claims 
of millions of dollars growing 
out of the campaign. 
Several involved attempts to 
get refunds of campaign con­ 
tributions, including one by As­ 
sociated Milk Producers Inc. to 
recover $100,000 in funds it had 
donated to Nixon. 
The committees’ financial 
records, filed with the new 
Federal Election Commission, 
also showed the committee in 
at least one case was suing to 
recover money — $15,200, from 
former White House counsel 
John Dean. 
It did not indicate what the 
funds were for. But Dean 
testified funds left over from 
money used in the Watergate 
cover-up ended up in his posses­ 
sion and he "borrowed’’ $4,000 
of it to pay for his honeymoon, 
later replacing it with a check. 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - A mini-skirted 
municipal judge, who called a police officer a 
"male chauvinist pig "and threatened to give him 
"a vasectomy with a .38,” has been removed 
from the bench by the California Supreme Court. 
The state's highest court ordered Los Angeles 
Municipal Judge Noel Cannon, 48, from office ef­ 
fective immediately but said that, if otherwise 
qualified, she couid continue to practice law. 
The court found her guilty of 21 counts of 
malicious and willful misconduct and eight other 
charges. It said she had engaged in a course of 
conduct which has "maligned the judicial office 
and clearly establishes her lack of tempera­ 
ment and ability to perform judicial functions in 
an evenhanded manner.” 
The judge, who irritated fellow jurists by 


showing off her trim figure by wearing 
miniskirts, has been inactive since March 3 
when the state Commission on Judicial Qualifi­ 
cations recommended her dismissal. The 
Supreme Court accepted the Commission's 
recommendation. 
In one case she was admonished by a police of­ 
ficer for excessive blowing of her automobile 
horn. When she got to her court, she sent her 
bailiffs to bring in the officer, whom she called a 
"male chauvinist pig." 


She told the bailiffs. "I’m going to castrate 
him. Give me a gun, I’m going to ... give him a 
vastectomy with a ,38 (pistol).” 
She became only the third judge in California 
to be removed from the bench 


Among other things. Judge Cannon was found 
to have arbitrarily sent lawyers to jail for con­ 
tempt without signing an order and specifying 
the term as required by law The result was the 
attorneys were booked as criminals and could 
not file an appeal They obtained their release by 
habeas corpus writs. 
She was also charged with being unreasonable 
in setting bail and issuing warrants. 
At her hearing, the judge’s attorney argued 
she was overworked and "judges are human like 
the rest of us " 
The Supreme Court in its ruling said: 
"It is manifest in any event that a lack in the 
quality of justice cannot be balanced by the fact 
that justice, such as it is, is administered in 
large quantities ” 


Innocent 'w h iz kid' plea 
in rock drum m er's overdose 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - Former Wall Street 
"whiz kid” Kenneth Moss pleaded innocent 
Thursday to a charge of murdering the drummer 
in the Average White Band rock group by giving 
him a fatal dose of heroin and telling him it was 
cocaine. 
Television star Cher testified before the grand 
jury that indicted Moss and is expected to be a 
ey witness for the prosecution at his trial. 
She was among the guests at a party at Moss’ 
home last Sept. 23 when Robbie McIntosh, 28, 
took a fatal dose of heroin. 
He lapsed into a coma and died the next day. 
Cher was credited by investigators with saving 
the life of Alan Gome, the British rock group’s 
bass player, who she said took the same drug 
McIntosh did. 
Moss declined to comment after entering his 
plea in Superior Court, other than to say, "It’s a 
serious matter.” 
Grand jury transcripts bore out reports that 
Cher played an important role in the indict­ 
ment. She testified that at the party for the 
Average White Band, which had wound up a suc­ 
cessful engagement at the Troubador club, Moss 
passed around "a little glass bottle” of white 
powder that the guests thought was cocaine 
"because he said it was." She said she did not 
take the drug but McIntosh "took two hits, one in 
each nostril” and a short while later "passed out 
in a chair and everybody thought — he's been 
drinking, nobody paid much attention.” 


Later she found McIntosh unconscious in a 
bathtub, she said. 
"His fingernails were blue and his face was 
kind of gray — J mean he looked like he was 
dead.” 
She wanted to call a doctor, she testified, but 
Moss told her she was overreacting and that 
McIntosh "will be fine in the morning ..I’ve seen 
this a hundred times.” 
McIntosh was taken to his motel by his wife 
and died in her arms there the next day. 
Soon, Cher testified "everybody was sick, ex­ 
cept the people who didn’t take it (the drug) and 
Moss.” Moss told them the bottle contained 
heroin, not cocaine, "and everybody was really 
angry,” she said. 
. . . . 
Gorrie became ill and she kept him on his feet, 
walking him around, and taking him back to her 
home, where she applied ice packs. 
Investigators said Gorrie would have slipped 
into the same kind of coma that killed McIntosh 
if Cher had not cared for him until the drug wore 
off the next day. 
Moss, 31, made a fortune on Wall Street while 
still in his 20s but "dropped out” five years ago, 
saying he had $1.5 million and needed no more. 
In 1973 he founded Frelandia Airways, intended 
to provide low-cost "counterculture travel” to 
Europe on planes equipped with water beds and 
organic food. The airline foundered, setting off 
investigations by federal securities and aviation 
regulators. 
The trial was scheduled to begin Oct. 17. 


Reduced pot penalties criticized 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
Sheriff Peter Pitchess and 
Police Chief Edward M. Davis 
Thursday both criticized new 
legislation reducing penalties 
for marijuana possession, say­ 
ing it will expand the drug 
market and increase the 
numbers of marijuana users. 
Davis predicted that the 
measure would lead to a doubl­ 
ing of heroin addicts within a 
year and a 50 per cent increase 
In crime in two years. 
The two law enforcement of­ 
ficials agreed that the legisla­ 
tion will make enforcement of 
marijuana violations more dif­ 
ficult, with Davis saying the bill 
makes "flim sy remaining 
marijuana laws totally unenfor­ 
ceable.” Pitchess said "the 
results will be far greater ex­ 
penditure of law enforcement 
man hours in combating this 
problem.” 
Pitchess said Gov. Edmund 
G. Brown Jr. and other sup­ 
porters of the bill were "intel­ 
lectually dishonest.” If they 
truly believe that marijuana is 
not harmful they should have 
repealed all marijuana laws 
and not just reduced the penalty 
for possession of sm all 
amounts. 
Last month, Pitchess sent a 
telegram to Brown, urging him 
not to sign the bill, warning that 
a relaxation of marijuana laws 
would cause foreign nations to 
slack off in helping the United 
States by moving against 
foreign drug suppliers to the 
U.S. market. 
The new law, signed by the 


governor Wednesday, goes into 
effect Jan. 1. It reduces posses­ 
sion of an ounce or less of mari­ 
juana to a misdemeanor with a 
maximum $100 fine. Possession 
of more than one ounce would 
be punishable by six months in 
jail and a $500 fine. 
Juvenile court judges, howe­ 
ver, still have discretionary 
power to jail juveniles, regard­ 
less of the quantity, and to 
make them wards of the court. 
Sale to an adult of any amount 
of marijuana will be punishable 
by five years to life in prison, 
and giving or selling marijuana 
to a minor remains punishable 
by 10 years to life. 
"It is obvious that Mickey 
Mouse and Goofy and all the

(Sacramento),” Davis said of 
the reduction in possession 
penalties. 
Davis, who left Thursday for 
a vacation in England, said, "I 
hope I find London less dis­ 
gusting and less insane.”

Future Packer? 
Green Bay 
next hurdle 
for Gray

Johnny Gray noticed himself starting 
to get nervous yesterday. 
He snapped at his mother over a cou­ 
ple of insignificant things. And when he 
drove all the way to San Luis Obispo to 
pick up a pair of football shoes that a 
clerk had assured him over the phone 
were in stock, the shoes had been sold. 
That didn’t do anything for his disposi­ 
tion. 
But you couldn’t really blame him. 
Just five years ago he was preparing to 
try out for the Lompoc High football 
team. 
Tomorrow he’ll be on an airplane 
bound for Green Bay, Wisconsin, where 
he hopes to earn a spot as a rookie defen­ 
sive back on the Green Bay Packers. 
The Packers picked up Gray as a free 
agent, impressed by his fine play at Cal 
State Fullerton, where he was twice a 
first-team all-conference pick. They 
liked his quickness, his size, and the way 
he often caught footballs that were in­ 
tended for receivers on the other team. 
Two weeks at rookie orientation camp, 
and six weeks of working out informally 
with several veteran and future pros at 
Cal State Long Beach have given Johnny 
some confidence. 
“I haven’t seen much,” he says, when 
asked what competition he expects to en­ 
counter for a job in Green Bay, “but 
from what I hear, I have a really good 
chance. They’re looking for two more in­ 
side people (defensive backs), young 
ones. 
"Colbert (Green Bay defensive back 
coach Jim) said I could play for them. It 
would be a real disappointment if I didn’t 
make it.” 
As insurance against such a disap­ 
pointment, Johnny has been getting his 
body in shape. Distance running for en­ 
durance in the mornings, sprint work in 
the afternoons, agility drills in the even­ 
ings.

Five strokes off Scotsman David Huish's overnight pace 
when the day began, Miller shot to nine under par for 45 holes 
by reeling off more birdies at two, five, six and seven—the 
last with a dazzling 25-foot putt from off the edge of the

Miller’s performance was an almost complete reversal of 
putting form from his earlier rounds when his putter was 
more an enemy than friend.

LAS VEGAS — (NEA) — Ap: 
proaching the age of 34, Andy 
Russell had an important deci­ 
sion to make. Had he reached 
his optimum (Andy’s word) as 
a football player and was it now 
time to quit? 
At the age of 35, Merlin Olsen 
had the same decision. He has 
.been playing even longer than 
Andy’s dozen years as a pro. 
The 1975 season would be his

Should he play? 
There is no real suspense in 
the answer. In mid-July, Andy 
will put on the uniform of the 
Pittsburgh Steelers again and 
try to help them achieve a se­ 
cond straight Super Bowl 
championship.

Early this summer is when 
men like these — who have 
been pro football players more 
than a decade — start whipping 
their bodies into shape. An 
avocational sport like tennis 
helps, which is why they get in­ 
vited to play in pleasant tourna­ 
ments like the Dewar’s Sports 
Celebrity Championship. And it 
also makes them reflective 
about their athletic skills, 
whether the old legs can still 
respond when they drive off 
quickly, whether they have the 
lateral mobility to react quickly 
to a moving ball or a changing 
situation. 
It’s enlightening to hear Andy 
and Merlin vocally go through 
self-analysis because both are 
exceptionally articu late 
athletes. 
“ In 1973,“ recalled Andy, “ I 
was banged up and playing in­ 
jured. Frankly, I had a me­ 
diocre season Some of my can­ 
did friends thought it might be 
because I was getting old. But I 
saw John Havlicek here, and I 
told him that I remembered 
watching the NBA champion­ 
ships a year ago. He’s a year 
older than I am, and I got great

Pete defends rule 
in two-day stand 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn. (UPI) - Commissioner Pete Rozelle of 
the National Football League thinks the rule named after him is 
necessary for the expansion and maintenance of NFL clubs. 
He also thinks the challenge of the rule in U.S. District Court 
here is the main reason for the stall in negotiations between the 
NFL club owners and the Players Association. 
Rozelle spoke in defense of the rule before Judge Earl Larson 
Thursday. His testimony was to continue today. 
He said there were a number of reasons for the stalemated 
negotiations “ but I guess the major reason is this litigation.” 
“ The players expressed a desire last year to bargain on all but 
this issue,” Rozelle said, “ and the owners wanted to bargain on all 
issues including this one. The owners say they can’t make firm 
commitments in certain areas and leave this hanging. 
“ I ’m personally convinced...that an agreement could be reached 
in a matter of weeks through collective bargaining without this 
litigation,” Rozelle said. 
Fifteen present and former players are trying to overturn the op­ 
tion compensation clause, or Rozelle rule, which empowers the 
commissioner to set compensation — either players or draft 
choices—when an athlete who has become a free agent signs with 
another team. 
Plaintiffs contend the provision is monopolistic and restricts a 
player’s freedom of movement. 
Rozelle said the number of clubs in the NFL would drop from 26 
to 12 within a short time if the Rozelle rule were eliminated. 
Rozelle, who prefers to call the rule the option-compensation 
clause, predicted a bidding war that would be disastrous for 
weaker clubs and ultimately harmful to players if the rule were 
eliminated. 
“ I feel the draft would be rendered virtually useless without the 
option-compensation clause,” Rozelle said. “ The pattern is clear 
that down clubs have the opportunity to come up—they get there, 
and the draft is the main way it’s done. 
“ In a relatively short period of time—five-six years—we’d be 
closer to 1960 when I became commissioner than to the 26 or 28 
(clubs) counting the Tampa and Seattle expansion teams now.” 
There were 12 teams when Rozelle took over, Dallas was added 
later in 1960, Minnesota in 1961, and eight teams were added when 
the American Football League merged with the NFL. 
“ With fewer franchises operating, there would be fewer jobs for 
football players,” Rozelle said. 
Rozelle said wages for “ name players” would go up in a “ free 
market” situation, but added “ in time there would be a settling, 
with less jobs because the weaker clubs could not exist in those cir­ 
cumstances.”

LOS ANGELES (U PI) — 
Light winds plagued the partici­ 
pants of the 2,225-mile Tran­ 
spacific Yacht Race Thursday, 
but Ragtime managed to hold 
her first-place boat-for-boat

B ecause the “ w orld ’s 
largest democracy” has con­ 
sistently behaved as if it also 
deserved the title of the 
world’s most righteous nation, 
others may feel a certain grim 
satisfaction in the fact that 
when it came to the ultimate 
test that separates a true 
democracy from a sham — the 
choice between the rule of law 
and the rule of men — India 
has shown itself capable of 
descending into a State of 
political repression that ranks 
with any extant today. 


But that aside, the dic­ 
tatorial powers assumed by 
Prime Minister Indira Gandhi 
in the name of defending India 
but actually to perpetuate 
herself in office can only be 
viewed with sorry dismay. 


If India joins the lengthening 


India's loss 


list of emergent nations that 
have taken the road to 
totalitarianism; what hope is 
there for freedom anywhere in 
the so-called Third World for 
which India was in many ways 
the model? 
The answer depends upon 
how deeply rooted democracy 
is on the subcontinent and how 
grievously Mrs. Gandhi may 
have injured it. The answer 
presum ably w ill becom e 
known at the end of the sum­ 
mer when the reconvening In­ 
dian Supreme Court decides 
whether or not to uphold a 
regional court decision that 
found Mrs. Gandhi guilty of il­ 
legal election practices and 
ordered her stripped of her 
seat in Parliament and, in con­ 
seq u en ce, of the prim e 
ministership. 
In the meantime, she con­ 


tinues to rule by virtue of a 
stay of the court’s order, by a 
proclamation of a national 
emergency and by a display of 
brute force. 
Should the high court rule 
against Mrs. Gandhi, and 
should she abide by its deci­ 
sion, the crisis would be 
resolved with what can be 
hoped would be a strengthen­ 
ing of democratic institutions 
in India. Or should the court 
vindicate her, as it is widely 
believed it will, the crisis 
would also be resolved, but 
with what lasting harm to In­ 
dia it would be difficult to 
predict. 
The worst scenario has Mrs. 
Gandhi defying an adverse rul­ 
ing, plunging her country 
deeper into dictatorship and 
not inconceivably fomenting a 
civil war.

Until someone comes along with 
g re a te r sk ill, which cannot be 
reasonably expected to happen soon, 
Theodore White’s account of the fall of 
Richard Nixon is likely to serve as a 
historical text, which is why it is worth 
examining the premises of this readable 
best-seller, Breach of Faith. 
Mr White, a child of 
the Depression as the 
saying goes, likes the 
b ro ad 
h is to r ic a l 
stroke. It used to be, 
he writes, that the 
federal 
government 
had a highly limited 
role to play, but by the 
50’s, 
"Government 
was ...held to a higher 
standard; it was there 
to improve the condi­ 
tion of your life.” 
A great many people have wondered how 
America ever got around to deducing im­ 
peachment of a President from the bug­ 
ging of Larry O’Brien’s telephone. My 
judgment is that the quantum jump from 
the one to the other is far 
more 
astonishing than the jump from Mr. 
White’s axiomatic acceptance of the 
proper role of government to Richard 
Nixon’s acceptance of his role as inter­ 
national peace-m aker. The final 
paragraphs in White’s book on Nixon cite 
the reply made by Nixon to President 
Ford on accepting the presidential 
pardon. Nixon, you will remember, had 
said from San Clemente that he "now” 
understood "how my own mistakes and 
misjudgments have contributed to the 
belief’’ that he had disgraced the 
presidency. "That the way I tried to deal 
with Watergate was the wrong way is a 
burden I shall bear for every day of the 
life that is left to me.” And White’s 
epitaph: "He still had not really learned 
the way America works.” 
Mrs. White is terribly mistaken. Nixon 
tripped. But his doing so reflected a coin- 
cid en ce of tw o th in gs: 1) an 
idiosyncratic political ineptitude — 


everyone agrees Nixon made blunder 
after blunder beginning three days after 
Watergate; and 2) a sense of priorities 
with which, really, Nixon’s critics have 
very few problems. Certainly not Teddy 
White. 
I was with him, on a long walk one 
morning in Peking, when he took three of 
us to the place where, briefly after the 
Japanese captured the city, he and 
another journalist in the group had been 
imprisoned. As we walked the crowded 
streets of the largest city in the world, he 
remarked elatedly on the neatness of the 
city. 
Thirty years ago, White burbled, you 
would have seen corpses lying on the 
street, dead from pestilence or starva­ 
tion. No longer. Now we saw Mao-men, 
and Mao-men do not litter the streets, 
though they continue to shoot one 
another occasionally, and m ost 
systematically to bully one another into 
a total conformity with the ideals of a 
revolution whose ambitions were beyond 
the imagination of the ogre Haldeman at 
Nixon’s White House. 
In Moscow, it is in a sense different, 
but in a sense the same: the typical Rus­ 
sian harbors a little of that flinty 
resistance that, in the case of 
Solzhenitsyn, sparked a series of the 
great spiritual detonations of the cen­ 
tury. Solzhenitsyn understands that the 
great enemy of civil society is the lie: 
and that it is living by a lie to celebrate 
the achievements of Mao Tse-tung, as 
Richard Nixon did in China; or to vest 
confidence in the intentions of a brute- 
totalitarian, as Nixon did in Moscow. But 
Nixon’s opening to China, and his trip to 
Moscow, are the points of exhilaration in 
White’s book on Nixon. Nixon’s foreign 
policy, he writes, "was to make peace. 
This philosophy turned out to be 
revolutionary, correct and triumphant.” 
But you see, it was not revolutionary — 
previous presidents sought peace, with 
varying degrees of success. We cannot 
say that the policy of Nixon was correct, 
having no knowledge of any significant 


concession we have got out of China or 
the Soviet Union. To call it triumphant, 
in a season that sees impasse in the Mid­ 
dle East, a Soviet-protected policy of at­ 
trition against Israel, a diminished 
American naval presence, a Portugal 
virtually satellized, a NATO disrupted, 
an Indochina lost, SEATO a wreck, is a 
breach of analytical rigor that borders 
on — dare one use the word against such 
a gentle cosmopolitan as Mr. White? — 
tastelessness. 


The Republican Congressional Com­ 
mittee Newsletter this week provides an 
essay revealing the "Quantum Theory of 
Automatic Legislative Multiplication” 
which we find very enlightening as to 
just how our legislative process 
operates. Here it is: 
Some 25,000 bills are 
introduced into each 
Congress. Fortunate­ 
ly, only a fraction of 
them ever become 
law. But those that do, 
produce other laws. 
Once enacted, they 
have more progeny 
than the fabled Father 
Abraham. Laws beget 
law , 
ch a n g es, 
modifications, amend­ 
ments, extensions, 
clarifications — and 
even, rarely, outright 
repeal of the original 
law. 
Let us suppose that someone suddenly 
decides that the horse is an overlooked, 
overworked, underadvantaged segment 
of our American scene. The first step is 
to form a pressure group, such as Help 
Our Sturdy Steeds (HOSS). The next 
move is to nag Congress. 
After a lot of horse maneuvers, let’s 
say a bill is introduced — the Horse 
Aspiration Act of 1975. 


After due committee rumination, the 
bill would hit the floor. During a lengthy 
debate, opponents would bridle at the 
suggestion that horses need Federal aid, 
and suggest that it would be putting the 
cart before the horse. Proponents would 
be only grazed by this criticism, and 
claim the bill would stable-ize the 
economy. Eventually, enough votes 
would be rounded up — and finally it 
would pass. Then what? 
The civil rights forces would demand 
an amendment banning discrimination 
against race, plow, livery, trotter, pacer 
or hobby horses — or a horse of another 
color. 
The environmentalists would im­ 
mediately call for a Horses Waste Act 
and demand impact statements — par­ 
ticularly for merry-go-rounds. 
Senior citizens would lobby for greener 
pastures for old nags, and a law 
prohibiting sending dobbins to the glue 
factory. 
The Equine Footgear Association 
would try to nail down legislation es­ 
tablishing Federal standards for 
horseshoes, and a bill to impose stiff 
tariffs on imported footgear for ponies. 
They would point out that the domestic 
horseshoeing industry has declined 78.3 
per cent since 1887, and blame it on mul­ 
tinational corporations horsing around in 
the industry. 
Labor groups would demand laws man-

Competition vs. regulation 


WASHINGTON - 
(NEA) — Economists have discovered 
that government regulation of one in­ 
dustry, once considered a relatively sim­ 
ple, straightforward problem, creates 
distortions which spread through the 
economy in ways no one is able to 
foresee. 
These distortions may do far more 
damage than any immediate good 
achieved by the original regulations. 
Edwin M. Zimmerman, of the law firm 
of Covington and Burling, sees a growing 
belief that "even a well-motivated 
regulating agency will inevitably pursue 
policies inconsistent with consumer 
welfare.” 
The problem is that 
much of the regulating 
is based on theory un­ 
tested by either ex­ 
p erim en t or e x ­ 
perience. Both conser­ 
vative and liberal 
scholars are learning 
that regulation in all 
too many cases does 
not achieve the ends 
for which it was 
designed. It comes to 
have a life of its own. 


Worse yet, according to Pennsylvania 
University’s Almarin Phillips, "the 
typical response of regulatory agencies 
to failure in regulation is to extend and 
compound their own regulations. Thus 
criticism ... may have the effect of mak­ 
ing regulation still more perverse.” 


There is now therefore a tendency 
among one body of theorists, not all of 
them conservatives by any means, to 
turn back to once-discarded principles. 
For one, a number of recent scholarly 
studies promote competition as a more 
efficient device for regulating prices and 
for increasing service to the public in 
many cases than governm ental 


regulatory agencies. 
The concept is 
not new, of course. It’s the traditional 
economic mode in this country, nibbled 
away bit and piece these past 50 years. 
One rather startling example of the 
new "radicalism” — or return to com­ 
petition — will suffice. 
For decades it has been assumed 
electric utilities are natural monopolies 
which should be guided by the strictest of 
regulations, with rates, profits and 
operating conditions determined by 
government agencies. 
This was necessary, it was held, to 
protect the public, prevent expensive 
duplication, provide better service at 
lower rates. 
Now comes Walter J. 
Peimeaux Jr. of the University of Il­ 
linois, working in cooperation with the 
prestigious Brookings Institution. The 
ideas are his, not necessarily Brookings. 
As Almarin Phillips puts it, "using a 
set of largely ignored data from com­ 
munities where consumers have a choice 
between two suppliers, Peimeaux com­ 
pares costs per kilowatt hour in cities 
where there is competition with rates of 
similar companies where ... electric 
power is a monopoly,” frequently a city- 
owned monopoly. 
His results suggest that competition 
could provide cheaper rates and better 
service in upwards of 3,200 of this na­ 
tion’s 3,600 electric power utility 
systems, more than half of which are 
publicly owned. Though in kilowatt hours 
this would affect little of the nation’s 
power, it would benefit many con­ 
sumers, make possible cutbacks in the 
work of the nation’s electric power 
regulators, freeing this industry to ex­ 
plore innovations and new technology at 
a faster pace. 
Studies of a variety of other industries 
likewise suggest that in the real world 
competition may have a great deal more 
going for it than many economists, con­ 
sumer advocates and lawmakers have 
hppn willing to admit.
